FARM SALES IN 
COUNTY DECREASE 


Only 60 Listed For Spring Thus 
Far;- Many Reasons Cited 
For Decrease in Sales.

The old-time season of public farm 
sales, once one of the big events of 
rural life in Adams county, is rapidly, 
diminishing in volume and importance. 
This spring, it is indicated, less than 
half of the usual number of farm 
sales will be held in the county. 
One of the auctioneers, who usually 
“cries" as many as 40 and 50 sales in 
a season, today reported that he has 
less than twenty scheduled for the 
spring sale period. He predicted that 
the sale season this year will be the 
smallest on record. 
60 Sales Listed 
Up to the present The Gettysburg 
Times has listed only 60 farm sales 
for spring, only one-half the numbes 
scheduled last year and only one-third 
the number scheduled some years ago. 
In recent years, a dozen sales have 
been known to be scheduled on one 
day during the busy part of the sea­ 
son, with attendance at individual 
auctions running into the hundreds 
and receipts totaling from $1,000 to 
$10,000. 
Good Tenants Scarce 
i 
The passing of the sale is attributed 
to a number of developments, one of 
which is the difficulty in selling farms 
under present conditions. This results 
in owners staying on their properties 
rather than selling at a sacrifice. An­ 
other reason is the scarcity of good 
tenant farmers who can get one farm 
one year and anither the next.

The loads 
average one-quarter and one-half a 
cord, which is four feet by four feet 
by eight feet. 
Professor Blick said that the cut­ 
ting out of dead 
timber stimulates 
forest growth and that the cutting is 
confined largely to chestnut trees, 
which were killed by the blight that 
swept this section of the state several 
years ago.

to 200 chairs.

posed of his interest to Norman 
Heindle and the theatre was 
moved to the “Walters Theatre” 
on the site of the present Lin­ 
coln Way Theatre. 
Jacob 
Ramer 
and Charles 
Holtzworth reopened the Wizard 
house and named it the “Pas­ 
time.” Both theatres flourished 
for a time. 
In 1911 Harry J. Troxell, a 
student at Gettysburg College, 
and for a time, machine operator 
at the theatre, purchased the 
“Pastime.” 
Mr. Troxell’s late 
father was associated with him, 
as was Mr. Troxell’s brother, 
who remained but a short time, 
disposing 
of 
his interest to 
Harry J. Troxell. 
The 
theatre’s 
name 
was 
changed from the “Pastime” to 


the “Photoplay” which name 
was retained until the renova­ 
tion last fall, when it was 
changed to the “Strand.” 
Mr. Troxell increased the seat­ 
ing capacity to 300, when he re­ 
modeled the building in 1913. 
At the time of the purchase, Mr. 
Troxell had completed his stud­ 
ies at the Gettysburg Academy 
and was a student in the col­ 
lege, which institution he left 
to manage the theatre. 
Three people were employed at 
that time. 
Today, six persons 
conduct the affairs of the Strand. 
When the Photoplay Theatre 
was remodeled last year, the lat­ 
est in comfortable chairs was in­ 
stalled. 
A new pipe organ was 
fitted, the finishing of the inter­ 
ior 
was 
accomplished 
under 
skilled hands with the latest in 
theatre furnishings and modern 


projection machines. 
The ven­ 
tilating system is said to be one 
of the best in the state, afford­ 
ing a change of air every min­ 
ute. In the summer months the 
interior of the theatre is IO de­ 
grees colder than out of doors.

Troxell 
was born and 
raised in Gettysburg. 
His am­ 
bition has carried him through 
many years of hard effort, until 
today when he has reached a 
high position in community life. 
He is treasurer of Adams coun­ 
ty and has interested himself in 
many civic 
movements. 
He 
learned the rudiments of the mo­ 
tion picture game from the 
ground up and is well versed in 
all lines attached to the manage­ 
ment of any playhouse.

Plumbing and heating fixtures in 
the new Strand Theatre were installed 
by William D. Armor, East Middle 
street. 
This work included the repip­ 
ing of the heating plant, installation 
of heating apparatus on all floors and 
installation of baths in all the apart­ 
ments on the second and third floors. 
In this work, nickeled 
pipe was 
used for the plumbing fixtures of the 
latest design. 
One of the features is the ventilat­ 
ing system affording a change of air 
every minute. 
The theatre can

heated in a short time by forced air 


E. F. Strausbaugh 
Does Millwork In 


■The millwork and stucco contract in 
the remodeling and reconstruction of 
the new Strand Theatre was awarded 
to E. F. Strausbaugh. 
This included
